There were nearly 850,000 tires in U.S. cities during 1058. 


They occurred everywhere — in businesses, churches, 
schools, industrial plants, hospitals— And in homes.

What are the major causes of fires? 


Year-in and vear-out the front-runner is matches ami 
smvking, followed by misuse of electricity. 


Fifty-fice percent of the $480,000,- 
000 pa id out by a life insurance 
company last year in death claims 
was for diseases of the heart and 
arteries, and about 20 percent for 
cancer, the com pany's statisticians 
report. 
Together, these causes of death 
accounted for somewhat more than 
S3 of each $4 paid in claims to 
beneficiaries. 
Tw enty 
years 
ago 
they accounted for o n l y 52.7 per 
cent of the total. 
The proportion of disbursements 
for the degenerative conditions, the 
statisticians note, has been increas­ 
ing largely because of the sharp 
reduction in mortality from the in­ 
fectious diseases and the rise in 
proportion of policyholders at the 
older ages. 
These other aspects of the com­ 
pany’s 1957 claim experience were 
reported: 
Although paym ents for ail causes 
combined increased by 12 percent 
between 1956 and 1957. the amount 
paid out on account of deaths from 
pneumonia and influenza rose al­ 
most 50 percent, largely as a re­ 
sult of the epidemic of Asian in­ 
fluenza and other respiratory dis­ 
eases last autumn. 
Death claim paym ents oi polio­ 
myelitis continued to decrease d ra­ 
matically.

Somewhat over S7.000.000 was 
paid m death claims on Ordinary 
and Industrial policies in force less 
than a year, and nearly one third 
of this amount was on policies in 
force less than three months.

There were nearly 850,CKK) tires in V S. cities during 1058. 


They occurred everywhere — in businesses, churches, 
schools, industrial plants, hospitals— And in h o m e s . 


There were almost 500,000 home tires. That’s an average 
of 800 home fires a day— one every two minutes! 


There were 11,500 fire deaths. Principal victims were 
young children under five years of age and persons over 65. 


And that’s not all. Fire destroyed a billion dollars worth 
of property—$1,506,266,000. That's some $2,890,000 a day 
or damage equal to $6 a year tor every man. woman and 
child in the V. S.! 


These were the results of fires in one year. Yet, at least 
75 per cent of these fires were preventable! They happened 
largely because of carelessness. 


What can you do to help prevent fires? 


Basically, two things: you can make your home fire-safe 
and make your family fire-safetv conscious.

Where do most home fires start? It has been reported 
that over half begin in either the kitchen or the living 
room. Bedrooms and basements are other major sources 
home fires.

What are the major causes of fires? 


Year-in and year-out the front-runner is 
smoking, followed by misuse of electricity. 
matches and 


Matches and smoking caused one-fourth of all fires dur­ 
ing the past decade. Most of these fires were caused by 
carelessness — smoking or lighting matches in dangerous 
places, careless disposal of cigarettes and matches, cmoking 
in bed, or children playing with matches. 
Practicing these few simple rules will mean greater safety: 
Keep plenty of ashtrays handy— and use them! 
Make sure every cigarette, cigar or match is out before 
you dispose of it. 
Before you go out or go to bed—especially after enter­ 
taining— make a brief inspection to be sure nothing is left 
burning. 
Never strike matches or carry lighted matches or candles 
into closets, attics or other confined places where clothing 
or combustible materials are kept. 
Finally, never smoke in bed. A tragic number of fires are 
are caused by dozing smokers. 
The second most common cause of fires, misuse of elec­ 
tricity, caused 21 per cent of V. S, fires in 1958. 
Today American families are using electricity in record 
quantity. Millions of homes have refrigerators, electric 
washers, television sets, phonographs, freezers, clothes dry­ 
ers and air conditioners, in addition to the smaller, common 
appliances. 
The question is: Is your home properly wired to carry 
this load? Too often not— for inadequate and faulty wiring 
causes many home fires. 
When adding heavy duty appliances, check with a quali­ 
fied electrician to see if you need additional circuits. 
Remember, too, to buy only appliances listed by Underwrit­ 
er.-’ Laboratories, Inc. That means they have been tested 
for safety by this impartial testing laboratory. 
A proper fuse is a safety valve, and the blowing of a fuse 
is a warning the circuit is overloaded or defective. Be sure 
to use only fuses of the right amperage for circuits— 
usually 15 amperes. 
Matches and smoking and misuse of electricity account 
for 46 per cent of ail fires in this country. Obviously, they 
require special vigilance. 
Most other fires— can generally be attributed to bari 
housekeeping. 
Is your basement or attic littered with stacks of old 
magazines or accumulated newspapers, rags and other coni 
bustible rubbish? These are some of the fuels fire feeds on. 
Still other examples of housekeeping hazards are dirty fur­ 
naces and chimneys, greasy stoves and carelessly stored o ily 
rags, paints and flammable liquids. 
Obviously, to prevent fires you can’t wait until spring 
cleaning to eliminate these common fire hazards. Clean up 
now — and stay cleaned up the year-round. That is practical 
fire prevention.

Missouri traffic deaths continue on a rampage as another 
bloody October was recorded. 
Records of the Missouri Highway Patrol show October 
was the most deadly month of the year on Missouri streets 
and highways with 104 traffic deaths occurring. This is 
3 more traffic deaths than was recorded last October and 
makes the month the third in a row to show an increase. 
Traffic deaths started a tragic rise in the state during 
August when automobile accidents claimed 16 more lives 
than in August 1958, when 82 fatalities were recorded. The 
September death toll also soared to 92 fatalities or 9 more 
than the preceeding September. 
The Highway Patrol Superintendent said today the Octo­ 
ber toll had already broken a 5 year record for the month 
and the final total would probably go even higher as late 
deaths from accidents occurring in the period were recorded. 
Col. Hugh H. Waggoner said, “Not since 1955 when 132 
people were killed in traffic accidents during October has 
the Missouri death toll for October reached this year’s trag­ 
ic figure. It makes us face the next two months with 
apprehension.” 
The Patrol Superintendent warned both drivers and pe­ 
destrians of unusual d a n g e r s during November and Decem­ 
ber. He said, “ Last November was even worse than October 
aa 102 traffic deaths were recorded. December was the most 
deadly month of all with 108 traffic deaths. We can easily 
have a month comparable to November 1956 when 127 peo­ 
ple were killed in Missouri traffic accidents unless extreme 
caution is used by both pedestrians and drivers.” 
Waggoner stressed twilight driving and walking caution. 
He said that traffic accidents and fatalities rise sharply as striation.”
